RADIOS SPEECH TO 
CHICAGO BANQUET 


Tells Business Men Gangsters 
Are “But Hornets on Flank 
of Lion.”

CHICAGO, April 10.—Ambas- 
sador Charles G. Dawes, speaking 
from London over a radio-tele- 
phone hoo':up, told 2000 Chicago 
business men last night that gang- 
sters were “but hornets jon the 
flank of a lion.’ 

The banquet was a part of a 
campaign to stress Chicago's civic 
virtues rather than its gang mur- 
ders and lJawlessness. 

Dawes, whose home is in Evan- 


ston, a suburb of Chicago, said the | 


city “needs no defense. This gen- 
eration may fail to do its duty to 
her and contribute to her onward 
step, but the advance of Chicago, 
inexorable, irresistible and im- 
perial, goes on and will go on 
through the centuries.” 

‘The Ambassador briefly sketched 
the cultural and industrial growth 
of the city and continued:

IS. ACQUITTED OF 


He Offered Suprise Alibi 
Alleging He Was in Jail 
‘When Hamilton State 
Depository Was Robed. 


STATE WITNESS 
ATTACKED IT 


Testified That Police Rec- 
ord Cited by Defense 
Was Forged. : 


Dewey Goebel was acquitted by 
a jury in Circuit Judge Hamilton's 


court at 4 o’clock this afternoon of 
participation in the $10,000 Ham- 
ilton State Bank robbery of March 
5, 1926. 

A surprise alibi had been intro- 
duced in Goebel’s defense during 
trial of the case today in the form 
of a Maplewood Police Department 
record which showed that he was 
in the holdover there from the 
night before until four hours after 
the holdup. 

The State, in rebuttal, countered 
with another surprise in the per- 
son of Thomas J. Caldwell, former 
Chief of Police at Maplewood, who 
repudiated the record, pronounced 
the signature of the arresting of- 
ficer a forgery and declared that 
Goebel never had been arrested in 
Maplewood during his four-year- 
term which ended in 1927 

The case consisted mainly of 
Goebel’'s doubted alibi against the 
story of Frank Silsby, former Bt. 
Louis gangster, who traded his tes- 
timony for immunity. Lester Barth 
convicted last month on Siisby’s 


member where he was when, the 
bank was robbed, 

Goebel’s Elaborate Defense. 

Goebel’s defense was elaborate. It 
opened with the introduction of 
the Maplewood department’s 1926 
report book, which was taken into 
court by Patrolman Arthur E. 
Mann, who pointed out an item 
signed “Officer Hall,” which relat- 
ed that Goebel was arrested at 
11:30 p. m., March 4, at the Maple- 
wood loop as a suspect and that 
he had been held until 2 p. m., 
March 5. . 

Though taken by surprise, As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Hennings 
immediately rose to question the 
nuthenticity of the record: Mann 
testified Special Officér A. B. 
Hall died two years ago and that 
the record might have been writ- 
ten by someone else who signed 
Hall’s name for him. No one on 
the force now, he said, was on duty 
during the period covered by the 
entry. 

While Goebel gave a detailed ac- 
count of his movements ‘before and

NEW YORK, April 10.—Former 
President Calvin Coolidge, in a 
copyrighted article in the May issue 
of Hearst’s International and Cos- 
mopolitan, writes that he has no 
intention of returning to public 
life. 

The former President gives his 
views on prohibition, the tariff, 
playing the market, the suggestion 
that he run for Senator, the talk 
of another term and “minding one’s 
own business.” 


“When I left Washington I left 
public office,” Coolidge says. “It 
is an incomprehensible relief and 
I have no intention of returning to 
it. 

“If I were in the Senate,” he 
adds, “it would not be agreeable to 
many of my colleagues, and with 
all my desires to be helpful it 
would probably often times be an 


embarrassment to the Administra- 


tion. To have a former President 
in Washington exercising political 
power would result in ali kinds of 
uncomfortable complications. Only 
the necessity of serving in .some 
national crisis, so great as to sub- 
ordinate all other considerations, 
would warrant it. 

“Nor,” he says further, “do I 
have any sympathy with those 
who are discussing. again making 
me President. The service that I 
could give to the people in that 
office I feel is done.” 

Coolidge discusses prohibition at 
some length and iin connection 
therewith the editor of the Cosmo- 
politan has singled out for promi- 
nent presentation this sentence: 

“Considering that people have 
differed most radically on the best 
method of regulating the sale of 
liquor for generations, it is- not 
likely to be settled for a long time 
to come.”

25 CUSTOMS AGENTS 
UNDER INVESTIGATION 


Commissioner at New York 
_ Says They Are Suspected of 
Irregularities. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureav of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—About 
25 customs inspectors, approxi- 
mately one-half of 1 per cent of 
the total number employed in New 
York, are under suspicion of graft 
and other irregularities, Commis- 
sioner of Customs Frank X. Eble 
of Washington told the Committee 
of Twenty-Five yesterday. 
pointed to inquire into .customs 
the: service at New 
York piers, was attended by Secte- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon, and 
Eble and 23 members. 

Eble said that 22,000, not 200,- 
000, questionnaires had been sent 
to persons who had passed through 
New York customs and had their 
baggage inspected. by the suspect- 
ed 25 inspectors. The evidence 
that might be turned up by these 
questionnaires ..was all needed, he 
said, to clinch cases against the 
men, and if this evidence is forth- 
coming all will be dismissed from 
the service. Eble said that out. of 
a total of nearly $603,000,000 col- 
lected by customs in 1929, $300,- 
000,000 had been collected in New 
York. Only $4,000,000 of this, he 
said, represented duty paid by 
travelers on baggage and personal 
purchases made in foreign lands. 

The amount of graft or other 
irregular transactions which might 
have been involved in the exam- 
ination of this $4,000,000 worth of 
baggage he could not guess, but he 
was sure that if only 25 out of a 
total of 775 men were suspected 
the graft or gratuities involved 
could not amount to any great 
sum, 


$3,000,000 TO FIGHT LOCUSTS 


Credit Sought by Egyptian Govern- 
“ment; Situation Serious. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAIRO, April 10.—The Egyptian 
Government is asking for a credit 
of more than $3,000,000 to fight 
locusts. The insect hordes are im- 
periling the cotton crop and. the 
situation is regarded as grave. 

A swarm of locusts appeared 
over Cairo last evening. Other 
dense swarms descended on Sinai 
and the migration is coniinuing in 
the direction of the Nile Delta. 
The Government has already pur-

Blaine and Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, charged that there were evi- 
dences of ‘‘collusion and fraud."

The Senate today voted to retain 
the provision in the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill stipulating that no 
funds shall be paid» during the 
forthcoming fiscal year for upkeep 
of the commercial postoffice sta- 
tion in St. Paul.

TO LOOK INTO SHIP | 
MAIL CONTRACTS

WASHINGTON, April 10.— 
Chairman Hiram Johnson of the 
Senate Commerce Committee has 
requested Postmaster-General Wal- | 
ter F. Brown to produce copies of 
all contracts existing between the 
Government and American steam- 
ship companies for the carrying of 
mail. Approximately $10,000,000 a 
year is paid by the Government for 
this service, much of it consisting 
of thinly disguised subsidies de- 
signed to strengthen tne Merchant 
Marine. 

In this connection it was learned 
today that Congressman La Guar- 
die (Rep.), New York, had writ- 
ten a letter to Comptroller-Gener- 
al McCarl, charging that some of 
the mail contracts granted ship- 
ping companies by Brown were il- 
legal. He asserted that one com- 
pany receiving $475,000 a year un- 
der a mail contract was engaged 
in coastwise trade, and hence is 
not entitled to a subvention under 
the merchant marine act.

‘ WASHINGTON, April 10.—Da- 
vid S. Ingalls, Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy for Aeronautics, today 
told a Senate naval subcommittee 
that he had been informed of 
Lieut.

COMPROMISE 5-POWER 
AGREEMENT PROPOSED

United States, in compensation, will 
be allowed to retain one ship on a 
similar demilitarized basis. 

This means that Britain will re- 
duce her battleship fleet to 15 by 
scrapping four ships and demilitar- 
izing one, that the United States 
will come to the same level by 
scrapping two ships and demilitar- 
izing one, and Japan will reduce 
to nine by putting the Kongo out 
of active service. 


Bill Provides. , 

The bill reported today proposes 
the establishment of a United 
States employment service, under a 
director-general to be appointed by 
the President and to receive $10,- 
000 a year salary. A woman as- 
sistant director would be appointed. 
The bill contemplates a policy of 
co-operation between the Federal 
and State Governments, whereby 
each would contribute in equal 
amounts to the placement of per- 
sons seeking jobs. It would au- 
thorize tHe appropriation of $4,- 
000,000 for the year beginning July 
1 next, of which 75 per cent would 
be apportioned among the states. 

The director-general, in his dis- 
cretion, would’ be empowered dur- 
ing the next three years to make 
apportionments to states having no 
employment bureaus, that period 
being allowed to enable them to 
establish bureaus and make appro- 
priations. 

Strenuous opposition to the bill 
bas come from the National Asso- 
clation of Manufacturers, repre- 
sented by its lobbyist, James A. 
Emery, and its president, John E. 
Edgerton. They objected to the 
bill before the committee on the 
ground that its operation would in- 
fringe the rights of the states, and 
that it would establish a Federal 
bureaucracy. 

Wagner Answers Objections. 

They also cited, as .n additional 
argument against the bill, the fact 
that a similar proposal was con- 
demned by President Harding in 
1981.

Blue Light Shining on Face Causes Image to 
Be Produced Two Miles Away—Voice 
Transmitters Concealed. 


Sy Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—One 
more step in the conquest of space 
and time, making it possible for 
two persons se; ated by distance 
to talk to and see each other as 
though they were in the same room, 
through the development of a two- 
way television-telephone system, 
was demonstrated for the first time 
yesterday by the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. 

The demonstration was the fourth 
step in the development of televi- 
sion by the company. The first 
was by wire and radio in April, 
1927. The second was the outdoor 
television test in 1928, while the 
third was the color television in 
June, 1929. <All the previous steps 
were one-way television, only one 
end of the circuit being visible. 

The latest development permits 
both parties to the conversation to 
see and hear each other. 


Each New York newspaper sent 
two representatives, one to the au- 
ditorium of the telephone 
pany’s building at 195 Broadway 
and another to the Bell Telephone 
laboratories, about two miles away. 
In turn the representatives of eaeh 
newspaper were given the opportu- 
nity to interview each other tele- 
visionally. 

Orange Light in Booth. 

At a given signal one was told 
to enter a special chamber, lighted 
with a dim orange light. The first 
thing one saw was a blue spot of 
light. Below that, through an in- 
clined plate of glass, there was a 
small frame upon which he saw a 
new word, “Ikonophone.”

Two-Mile Test. 

While the test was between sta- 
tions two miles apart, it was ex- 
plained that similar results could 
be obtained over a distance of 
thousands of miles.

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EDIBLE WONDERS OF SCIENCE. 

Scientists have been experimenting on waste prod- 
ucts with the nation’s diet in mind, and some star- 
tling results are announced. The Bureau of Standards 
takes bran made from cotton seed hulls, bathes it in 
hot water, shoots in a little difuted’ sulphuric acid 
and lime, twirls it in a centrifugal machine, and 
sugar comes out. This is the Utopian brand of sugar 
for which the 18-day dieters have long been search- 
ing—it is guaranteed nonfattening. A Viennese 
chemist has the odd habit of tinkering with sawdust 
and shavings. His formula turns them into candy— 
mahogany taffy, slippery elm lollipops and such. At 
the same time, two Hamburg scientists are preparing 
to give Missouri sorghum a run for its money by 
making molasses of wood.

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MADISON COUNTY POLITICS. 

Joseph A. Raffaelle, former employe of the Madison 
Kennel Club, won the Republican nomination for 
Sheriff of Madison County, which is usually equiva- 
lent to election. Raffaelle had the backing of the 
powerful Brown-Little faction, which for some time 
has ruled the political roost in Madison County. His 
nearest rival in a field of seven was J. F. Witherow, 
former Police Chief of Wood River, who campaigned 
as a “law and order” candidate. 

Open gambling in Madison County was the big is- 
sue in the election, but apparently those opposed to 
existing conditions could not concentrate upon a can- 
didate to beat Raffaelle. Following the kidnaping of 
Charles W. Pershall, Granite City grocer, a group 
of citizens formed a protective association for the 
purpose of electing a Sheriff who would foster a 
clean-up campaign.

The fact is Madison County is tightly in the grip 
of the gambling interests. The immensely rich Mad- 
ison Kennel Club, which has a monopoly on dog rac- 
ing hereabouts, has made itself highly agreeable to 
many Madison County officials and citizens in one 
way or another, and its lead has been followed by 
the Mounds Country Club; gambling casino on the 
Collinsville road, and scores of smaller layouts. These 
joints are a source of revenue to Madison County 
and, although they are operating outside the law, 
enjoy a certain prestige among their many bene- 
ficiaries, 

It may be sufficient antigambling sentiment will 
arise between now and the election to bring about a 
revolt and the election of a Sheriff who will enforce 
the law.

The difference between morality which centers 
within the individual and the kind imposed from 
without, a distinction which is becoming increasingly 
more apparent on the American scene, was clearly 
drawn by a veteran Circuit Judge and a high school 
principal the other night at a men’s club dinner in 
Collinsville. Said Judge Bernreuter of Nashville, 
Ill.: “Watch out for the insidious doctrine of evolu- 
tion. .If you aren’t careful high school teachers will 
drop its. poison among your children. Don’t allow 
them to do it, for it undermines religion. If you find 
a teacher who is an atheist, don’t rest until the School 
Board has discharged him. If atheists can keep 
the story of Moses out of the schools you have a right 
to keep the monkey out.” 

Principal J. F. Snodgrass of the Collinsville Town- 
ship High School, who spoke after the Judge, sees 
things in a different light. “We have nothing to fear 
from evolution,” he said. “No harm can come from 
teaching boys and girls that the lifa they see about 
them is the result of an orderly progression planned 
by a master mind. Evolution and atheism aren't 
hindering the cause of religion like the hypocrisy of 
men and women who preach one thing and live an- 
other. What we need to pay attention to is the liv- 
ing of forthright, honest lives for our children.” 

We are pleased to applaud the school principal. The 
morality he describes centers within and makes men 
and women lead better lives. It is the kind whieh 
causes the individual to live by his conscience though 
the heavens fall.

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MORMONISM’S CENTENNIAL. 

This is the centennial week of a religious sect, 
founded in America, which has written a broader 
page than most in the secular history of our coun- 
try. The Mormons, or Latter Day Saints, formed 
their organization just 100 years ago at Fayette, N. 
Y., basing their faith on the “Book of Mormon,” said 
to have been revealed by an angel to the founder, 


Joseph Smith. The truism that religion thrives on” 


persecution was never better exemplified than in the 
Mormons. Driven from New York to Ohio, thence 
to Jackson County, Mo., eastward again to Nauvoo, 
Ill., and finally beyond the country’s Western fron- 
tier, they endured hardships everywhere and steadily 
increased their following. 

After a mob had killed Joseph Smith at Carthage, 
Ill, that picturesque figure, Brigham Yowng, became 
leader. The migration of the Mormons by wagon train 
from Illinois to Utah is one of the West's extraordi- 
nary episodes. They crossed the Mississippi on the 
icé, they sowed crops in Iowa for the parties that 
were to follow, they trekked endlessly on across the 
Great Plains with plows, tmplements and seed. The 
first party of 143 men, three women and two chil- 
dren reached Salt Lake Valley and Brigham Young, 
like some prophet of the Old Testament, said oracu- 
larly: “This is the place.” Here the State of Utah 
had its birth, for the labor of the Saints made the 
desert bloom. 

Young found it more politic to feed the Indians 
than to fight them, he taught his people that it was 
better to farm than to seek gold, and the colony pros- 
pered. Plural marriage, an exotic growth in the 
Western world, for many years barred popular toler- 
ance of the Mormons. Finally abolished by both the 
Federal Government and the sect’s leaders, prejudices 
began to disappear and the whisperings died away. 

Today the Mormons number more than 600,000, 
largely concentrated in Utah and adjacent states. A 
century has scen the Mormons grow from a handful 
of devotees in Joseph Smith's parlor to become build- 
ers of an industrious commonwealth and founders 
of a prosperous and stable church.

Give the Jury System a Chance 


Criticism of legal practices now centered on jury system, largely because ef unpopular 
verdicts in celebrated cases; method never has had fair chance, however; long list 
of exempted callings relieves many able men of service; abolition of privileges 
urged; more efficient handling of panels and support of lawyers also needed.

criticism has been directed at the Judges 

and the lawyers. The former are im- 
mune from much of the desired attack 
because they hold in their hands the sting- 
ing whip of “contempt” whose lash can 
drive the critics into: jail. On the other 
hand, members of the legal profession are 
protected by well-organized trade. unions 
called bar associations, 

But the lawyers. and the Judges can 
breathe easily for the moment. The public 
is shifting its assault to the juries and the 
jury system. To analyze the defects of legal 
procedure or the rulings of courts ig diffi- 
cult. But anyone can be dead sure of his 
judgment as to the correctness of the ver- 
dict of the 12 good men and true who sit 
in the jury box. 

Public opinion on such matters derives 
from isolated and dramatic trials. In the 
Remus ¢ase the jury excused a man who 
was held insane—we thought him sane. In 
the Miller-Daugherty case, Miller was found 
guilty and Daugherty innocent, though both 
were wrapped up in the same mess. In the 
Sinclair and Doheny cases, the juries dis- 
agreed with the Supreme Court of the 
United States, 

All these cases were tried under the spot- 
light, and it is fair to assume that the 
public processes of justice reach their high- 
est peaks of efficiency when the public is 
watching every move. We have not even 
the alibi that these contests were tried in 
arenas of hick districts. The city of dis- 
grace in each case was a large, sophisticated 
center of population. 

The result of this definite public opinion 
is most distressing. We hear from all quar- 
ters appeals to abolish the jury system. 
Judges are placed on high pedestals. Let’s 
have done with jurors! 

This is all nonsense bécause it presum- 
ably rests on the hypothesis that we have 
given the jury system @ fair trial, Asa 
matter of fact, the jury system has not been 
in use in large cities for decades. We have 
been playing along with a distorted. cor- 
rupt, stupid political camouflage for trial 
of the facts by 12 men of the community. 

. . 5 

Practically eVery community has been 
induced by undue and illegitimate pressure 
to grant exemptions from jury service to 
large classes of the community. In New 
York State, all horse doctors, other doctors, 
ministers, members of volunteer fire de- 
partments and most of the civil service em- 
ployes are exempt from service. If we had 
endeavored to devise an abortiye jury sys- 
tem we could not have done better, Special 
legislation has been enacted to relieve per- 
sons in “glass, cotton, woolen or iron manu- 
facturing” businesses. No doubt the spa- 
ghetti dealers, anchor makers and southpaw 
pitchers will develop enough industrial 
pride to be placed in the favored class. 

But that’s not all. The power of the press 
is such that its reporters, artists and edi- 
torial writers are deemed indispensable by 
the newspapers and thus are freed from 
service, With quiet joy we read the leading 
editorials of newspapers decrying the cali- 
ber of jurors, while the writers of these 
scripts sit in their towers of immunity. 

The entire list spells privilege, 
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science. Each exemption, each privilege of 
nonservice, limits the available supply. 

The adminisirative features of jury serv- 
ice are so stupid and wasteful that every 
intelligent person has a distaste for it. Most 
men of wealth or political influence have 
their names taken off the list or, if called, 
invoke some “‘pull’ to be excused. The ordi- 
nary run of man would not go to any great 
extreme to avoid jury duty if he felt he 
were rendering a proportionate service, But 
not wumnaturally he rebels against sitting 
for hours on end waiting to be called. 

The jury system itself has not been given | 
a fair trial In New York County, for ex- 
ample, of the adult population of nearly 
1,000,000, only 6 per cent are called as 
jurors and only 2 per cent actually serve. 
As a result we have repeaters, professional! 
jurors, unemployed and an entire absence 
of those so-called better elements tn the 
community that are the first to point out 
the inefficacy of the jury system. 

* * o 


Surprisingly enough, the solutions are 
simple. We should re-examine the exempt 
and privileged classes. The minister may 
have overcome his former partialities; the 
volunteer fireman may visit so few conflag- 
rations that he should now be called upon 
for jury work; even those thousands who 
have wheedied the legislatures to give them 
relief should be put back with the rest of 
us common folk. 

To abolish these privileges will widen the 
type of jurors, get us nearer to the average 
voter. The next step might be to look into 
the method prescribed for the preparation 
of the jury lists. In New York two panels 
are prepared, “voters” and “nonvoters,” and 
by mandate of law the “nonvoters’ must 
first be drawn. Here there is a direct in- 
sult to all citizenship—an admission of pub- 
lic Bolshevism. ‘The only conclusion to be 
drawn from such a practice ig that jury 
service is a penalty for “not voting.” 

And finally, in the large centers we might 
consider central jury rooms to avoid the 
terrible waste of time that at present is 80 
Objectionable to every decent citizen called. 

All this is simple and the reader will ask 
why nothing has been done about it. The 
answer is lethargy. The bar associations 
have been addressed along these lines. 
Feeble, faint murmurs of interest have 
trickled from individual members, but the 
Big Guns—the bosses of the profession — 
have their own businesses to Tun. in addi- 
tion, the lawyers are bred on precedent and 
& new idea comes with the shock of Bolshe- 
vism or ig answered by examination not of 
the merfts of the claim but of the back- 
ground of the proposer.

schaechters or ritualistic butchers | 
employed by the market. 

It is alleged the cifjzens’ com- 
mittee exercise a monopoly on the 
ceremonial of slaying kosher beef 
in this city and that as a result 
Jews are required to pay approxi- 
mately $150,000 a year in fees. 

Qefendant snamed in the peti- 
tion are the Jewish Récord of 8t. 
Louis and its owner, Leon Gell- 
man; the Vaaed Hoeir Corporation, 
Louis. Goodman, Harry W. Hoff- 
man, Barnett Gordon, Mike Novak, 
Noah W. Saltz and Frank Lipman, 
identified as officers and directors 
of the corporation; Rabbi 8S. Kii- 
bansky, Rabbi A. B. Doldeson, Na- 
than Olshansky, L Fink, J. lL 
Mendelson, Aaron Moses and I. 
Fisher, referred to as schaechters. 

The suit charges that defendants 
sclect certain schaechters to the 
exclusion of others and that the 
organization has fixed an arbitrary 
charge of 2 cents a pound on all 
kosher meat killed for use here. 
It is further alleged that by the 
time the meat reaches the consum- 
er. who absorbs the levy, it has 
been increased to as high as 6 cents” 
a pound in excess of the ordinary 
price. 

The petitioners aver that they 
refused to pay the two-cent charge 
to the committee and as a result 
defendants caused Rabbis Golder- 
son and Klibausky to issue a proc- 
lamation which “falsely accused 
Rosenfeld and Bernstein of not 
being authorized schaechters, so 
that the meat slaughtered by them 
is unceremoniously unclean ac- 
cording to Jewish laws.” The 
proclamation, the petition states, 
was published in the Jewish Rec- 
ord April & and circulars and 
handbilis containing the same an- 
nouncement also were issued. The 
plaintiffs claim that these state- 
ments and the alleged boycott have 
damaged their business $25,000.

In sentencing two confessed 
violators of the Jones law to three 
years in the penitentiary and fining 
| them $5000 apiece today, Federal 
Judge Davis assessed the heaviest 
punishments that have been im-- 
posed against liquor law violators 
in this district since prohibition 
became effective 10 years ago. 

In so doing he indicated a policy 
of distinguishing between bootleg- 
gers, as casual violators of the law, 
and moonshiners as persistent vio- 
lators on a large scale, by impos- 
ing heavier punishments on the 
latter in accordance with his in- 
terpretation of the amendment. 


Recently Davis has sentenced 
bootleggers to from 60 to 90 days 
in jail and fining them $250 to 
$500. The maximum penalty under 
the Jones law is imprisonment of 
five years or fine of $10,000 or 
both.

Emotions Come First. 


He was not a great actor in the 
sense that Sarah Bernhart or Ed- 
win Booth were.

Rudy 
couldn't get anything te his brain 
until he had first felt it emotion- 
ally. 

He had no imitative quality but 
startling dramatic ability that ab- 
sorbed everything about a role to 
the most detallied mannerisms. in 
“Monsieur Beaucaire” he knew 
just the proper gesture with which 
to shake out a lace handkerchief 
or take a pinch of snuff. He was 
never told these things: he kn-w 
them intuitively. But Rudy was 
really a psychic. as he later dis- 
covered.
